The whole proceedings occupied 


less than half an hour. Considera- 
ble excitement prevailed, but little 
was said. Woodward attempted to 
•talk to the leaders, but they refused 
to hear him. 


A small crowd witnessed the 


lynching. Several 
hundred shop 


and cattle men came to town during 
the day yesterday and <every corner 
was the scene of a discussion of the 
reprieve 
granted by the supreme 


court. 


After the lynching the mob dis- 


persed and a greater part of those 
from out 
of town left for their 


homes. 


WANTED TO PBAY. 


Before the drop Woodward began 


making an address, half talking, half 
praying. 
He said: "Boys, let me 


kneel and vpray. I want to pray for 
all of you and send a message to my 
blessed little wife. I love her dear- 
ly and want you to tell her that. I 
pray that you will have the papers 
pftint it. 


•'*! pray for you, Charles Bicker, 


and for all of you. I never had a 
grudge against Sheriff Kicker; never 
in Clod's world. I never meant to 
shoot him. • For God's sake don't 
choke me to death. Oh"— and then 
Woodward leaped off before the trap 
could be sprung. 


Sheriff Tubbs this morning found 


pinned to the scaffold this note, read- 
ing as follows: , 


"The process of the law is a little 


slow. This is the road you will all 
have to travel. Murderers and thugs, 
beware." 


No one could be found today who 


could identify any member of the 
mob.

law, says the Honolulu correspond- 
ent »£ the New York Sun, .will allow 
the monopoly of- former days to "be 
enforced again, and the price of beer 
ivill again reach the 25-cent-»Jglass 
standard. 


"Under an 
old act, passed when. 


Hawaii -was stiil a kingdom, a local 
brewery got a concession over the 
foreign beer men, the importation of 
malt products 'being free of duty, 
and a. lower license ice for the sale 
of the home-brewed beer toeing col- 
lected. Hot until a year ago did any 
one see flt 'to take advantage of this 
concession, several former attempts 
to establish a 'brewery having been 
failures. 


For years 'beer has been retailed 


at 25 cents a glass and some of the 
saloon men became very -wealthy, 
the malted product costing them but 
a trifle more than 
it did on the 


coast. With the establishment of the 
local brewery the foreign breweries 
cut the cost of their 
beer to 1214 


cents a glass, while the home-brewed 
beer was retailed at 10 cents. 
The 


latter had 
the advantage in that 


licenses to sell it cost only $250 a 
year, as against ?1,000 paid by the 
men handling 
the foreign brewed 


stuff. 


The agents of the breweries in the 


states then decided to make a test 
of the matter in the courts, and the 
application to United States Judge 
?stee for an injunction to restrain 
the issuance of the cheap licenses 
was based on the ground that the 
law was unconstitutional and an un- 
warranted interference 
with 
their 


rights under 
the inter-state com- 


merce law. in that it discriminated 
in favor of a territorial corporation 
as against those of other states. On

the 
amazing 
fact was 


brought out that the saloonkeepers 
were making a profit of nearly $50 
a barrel, even at the cut rate.

SOME PIONEER HISTORY BY A. 


C. COMPARET. 


Early Schools and Teachers— Boating 


on the Canal— Towns Pounded—

In the early history of Fort Wayne 


I see the names of Aughinbaugh, J. 
P. Hedges and ^Henry Cooper, writes

TAYLOB'S LANDING. 


On leaving the town, two 
miles 


down the Maumee, was a pirogue 
landing (on account of a dam across 
the river) called Taylor's landing* It 
is now J. B. White's addition. The 
canal divided the farm. 
The water 


from the St. Joe river at the junc- 
tion of the canal inns east and west. 
Here was a sixteen mile level, four- 
teen miles west and two miles east, 
with a lock at each end. 
The canal 


was built close to -the Maumee for 
three miles, now and then touching 
some bottom land. 
The first place 


on the north side was ex-Sheriff Win. 
McDaniel's, between the canal and 
river. 
He kept supplies for boa-rs, 


as most all of -them maie a stop for 
water or feed. 
McDaniePs wife was 


a Miss Palmer, related to Hicksville 
people of that name. 
His farm was 


sold to two of our early settlers, Nel- 
son Tustison and Hezekiah Loveland. 
Their places on this road were bought 
by Mr. Keener and Mr. 
Deat&maa. 


This is out of my latitude and I will 
return to the river, as I intend to 
write this Fort Wayne road up like 
I am doing along these rivers. 


Where the canal leaves the river, 


and along down are good farms. Be- 
low the McDaniel farm, nearing New 
Haven, was Wm. Rogers, an old set- 
tler; also his sons doing business in 
New Haven. 
This place was a lively 


town with two stave factories. Near 
by was -Burgess and sons with good 
farms and nice residences.

New Haven we reach the lock and 
packet station, kept by a German 
named Oronard.

passed a law far the state to issue 
SKrip to pay the contractors for the 
work in digging the canal.

Kiser stepped out and went Up Co- 
lumbia street for a &hort stay, I re- 
maining to look after the business. 
A man with a yoke of cattle drove 
up to the store and tame in -and 
wished a barrel of flour. I said all 
rigOit. He wanted to know the price 
per barrel, I said five dollars. He 
ordered a barrel, and I rolled it out 
on the walk -wOiere he handed me this 
five dollar scrip just from the mint. 
We rolled it on -his cart and, he 
pulled out. Kiser soon returned and 
I -handed him the bill received. He 
said, what did you sell for that? I 
said, -a barrel of flour. He said that 
we cannot sell flour for "white dog," 
nicknaming it. I told (him the man, 
who was well known and Kiser start- 
ed out and overtook (him on Berry 
street, where <he Chad stopped to trans- 
act some other business. Kiser got 
other money for his flour, 'and. after 
returning told me that "white dog" 
was only worth 40 cents on the dol-1 
lar. It wate goo'd 'at its face for canal 
lands. This was the only kind of 
money the* contractors fca<d to pay 
their hands lor lafbor. Michael Hed- 
ekin took in this scrip at a big dis- 
count and was successful with it, fes 
he came to Fort -Wayne during its 
construction a poor man and in a few 
yea-rs was prosperous.

unconstitutional the Hawaiian beer 
law, says the Honolulu correspond- 
ent of the New York Sun, ffcill allow 
the monopoly of former days to "be 
enforced again, and the price of beer 
will again reach the 25-cent-a^glass 
standard. 


Under an 
old act, [passed when 


Hawaii was still a kingdom, a local 
brewery got a ^concession over the 
foreign beer men, the importation of 
malt products being free of duty, 
and a lower license fee for the sale 
of the home-brewed beer Ibeing col- 
lected. Not until a year ago did any 
one see fit to take advantage of this 
concession, several former attempts 
to establish ,a brewery haying been 
failures. 


Por years <beer has been retailed 


at 25 cents a glass and some of the 
saloon men became very wealthy, 
the malted product costing them but 
a trifle more than it did on the 
coast. -With the establishment of the 
local brewery the foreign breweries 
cut the cost of their 
beer to 


cents a glass, while the home-brewed 
beer -was retailed at 10 cents. The 


j latter had 
the advantage in that 


licenses to sell it cost only $250 -a 
year, as against $1,000 paid by the 
men handling 
the foreign brewed 


stuff. 


The agents of the breweries in the 


states then decided to make a test 
of the matter in the courts, and the 
application to United States Judge 
k^lstee for an injunction to restrain 
the issuance of the cheap licenses 
was based on the 'ground that the 
law was unconstitutional and an un- 
warranted interference with their 
rights under 
the interstate com- 


merce law, in that it discriminated 
in favor of a territorial corporation 
as against those of other states.

BABY POUND FIRST DIAMOND. 


Mr. Howard Hensman in his mew 


biography of Cecil Rhodes, tells the 
following story of the first diamond 
found in South Africa: 


"lu 1867 diamonds had been dis- 


covered in the region to the north of 
the Orange river. 
This discovery 


was made accidentally. A (Boer fam- 
ily one day saw a native child glee- 
fully playing with <a small pebble 
that glittered and coruscated in the 
sun with umisual brilliance. 
He 


took the stone from the child, ex- 
amined it, and carried it home with 
him, 
He could have had but little 


idea of what the stone really was, 
for, probably, the only time he had 
ever heard of diamonds was when he 
had read the Old Testament; but a 
Boer -has always a keen eye for btisi 
ness, and, thinking that the stone 
might have some commercial value, 
tho farmer showed it to a British 
trader named 
O'Reilly, 
O'Reilly 


seems to have recognized the stone 
immediately as a diamond, and 
bought it of the Boer—after consid- 
erable haggling—for £20. Next he 
submitted it to Dr. Atherstone, of 
Grahamstown—an authority on min- 
eralogy—who 
unhesitatingly 
de- 


clared it to be a diamond of the pur- 
est water. The diamond was then 
shown to Sir Philip 
Woodeliouse, 


high commissioner of the Cape, and 
was bought by him from O'Reilly 
for £500."

What a man soweth that 
shall he reap. The man sowing to 
ignorance can never ibe wise; man 
sowing to the things of the world 
can never reap with God. He isn't 
preparing for that kind of a harvest. 
We find men of college education, 
men of splendid intellect, absolutely 
ignorant of the most important 
thing-^a knowledge of the life that 
never ends. They err, not knowing 
the scriptures and 
evidiently not 


seeking to know. 
We think it is 


necessary 
to send the children to 


Sunday school, and so it is; but I 
tell you we need more parents in the 
bible classes, also. 
Some children 


go home and tell their parents more 
about the scriptures than they ever 
knew. 


"0, what riches God has in store 


for men! Yet many do not pay any 
attention to God, even on the Lord's 
day. They devote Sunday to bring- 
ing up the ends of their business, to 
posting books-they *ay they haven't 
time during the week.

and speaks six languages.

The American minister at Constanti- 
nople, Mr. Leishman, says the same 
thing of Mr. Tsilka, and tells me it 
is my duty to proclaim this openly 
and loudly.

A great many people 


think that the young lady 
who sits at the type-writer 


has a very easy time. If the youug lady when she reaches home tUrows herself 
Into a chair, weary almost to exhaustion, she probably is comforted by being told 
by her friends that they "can't see why she gets so tired. If she had been put- 
ting in a day at the wash-tub it would be another 
matter," etc. Taking all things into considera- 
tion, a day at the wash-tub is no harder than a 
day at the type-writer. 
The ordinary type-writer 


carriage weighs four pounds, 
On an average 


the operator lifts the carriage five times a minute. 
This equals a lift of twenty pounds a minute, or 
twelve hundred pounds every hour, which in a 
working day of eight hours would equal the lift- 
ing of nearly five tons each day. 
It is true the 


weight is lifted a little at a time. 
But it would 


not lighten the labor if five tons of coal were 
put in with a teaspoon. 
And this is but the 


mere physical strain of typewriting. 
Add to 


that the nervous strain, the strain on eyes and 
fingers which cannot be measured or weighed and 
the burden of the typewriter's task is even then 
not fully fathomed. 
For often, owing to wom- 


anly weakness, the work must be done under 
conditions which make it little short of torment.
